Two amateur chair coolies were brought up this |- 


morning before Mr. Wodchouse charged with 
stealing a strect chair and plying for hire without 
alicence.. Police-Constable Campbell being on 
duty at the Roman Catholic Cathedral yesterday 
morning, saw the defendants, who he knew were, 
not licensed bearers, carrying a Spanish gentle- 
man to Church. He asked them where they got 
the chair, ‘They said the Spanish gentleman had 
called them on the Canton wharf to cany them 
tothe Cathedral, that they had not the permission 
of the regular bearers, but that they had done it 
before without any ill consequences ensuing. The’ 
constable thereupon arrested them. One- of the 
licensed bearers of the chair appeared and said 
that he knew the two defendants, but had not 
given them permission to take the chair, The 
defendants, who said they had no intention of 
stealing the chair, but thought they would do a 
little“ pidgin ” as it offered, were fined a dollar 
cach, in default three days! imprisonment, for 
plying without a licence. 


LEONG ACITEUNG, a servant, was charged before
